y et Solomon in all hi» glory was not 
array ed like one of these.” 
It is 
Ioftener easier to comp ly with the re­ 
quest of a man at the door who auks for 
food than to refuse it. 
T he imp ulse, 
howev er, 
though 
not unworthy , 
is 
certainly unwise, aud contrav enes the 
efforts to sup p ress the ev il by tending 
to increase the nuisance. 
It is entirely 
unnecessary , also, for Marshal Wood- 
y att, who has had far more ex p erience 
tha n the av erage citizen in discrimin­ 
atin g between the worthy but destitute 
seek er for emp loy ment and the p ro­ 
fessional bummer, is the p rop er p erson 
to whom to refer all such cases, and he 
is not only ready to reliev e temp orary 
wants of the worthy , but to reliev e the 
community from the nuisance largely 
created by its own thoughtless encour­ 
agement. 
In this ho should receiv e 
the co-op eration of ev ery family in 
Dix on. 
It can bo v ery easily giv en, in 
this way : 
W hen a tram p ap p roaches 
y ou with his unv ary ing request,instead 
of lay ing before him the contents of 
y our larder, or filling his p ockets witn 
sandwiches, just giv e him a card up on 
which y ou hav e written these words or 
the ir equiv alent: “ Marshal Woody att, 
p lease attend to this man's request 
according to y our judgm ent.’ 
Sign 
y our name to this, tha t the marshal 
may know —if he ev er gets the mess­ 
a g e —that he has y our co-op eration in 
the discharge of his duty .

It is v ery easy to banish the 
tram p nul^anee by this kind of gentle 
p ersuasion; but it can only uo done by 
a general united effort—a < o-op eration 
of the community at large with the 
p rop erly constituted officer.

“ Talk abo ut yo ur nhark hunters in 
the so uth Pacific island« ,’’ remarked 
the o ld traveler, “ hut I remeniher see­ 
ing ; aii enco unter with o ne cf tho se lo ng 
to o thed g entry that fo r co o l nerve heat 
anything I ever read abo ut. 
“ I was lo afing aro und Calcutta o ne 
day, late in the autumn, waiting fo r the 
ev< ning train up to the city 
o f liug li, 
when I heard it tremendo us sho uting 
co ming fro m the directio n o f the river 
Hug li, which is practically o ne o f the 
mo uths o f the Gang es. Tro tting o ver to 
the sho re as fast as a white man ever 
traveled in India, I saw a hug e co mmo ­ 
tio n. Natives were hurrying away fro m 
the hank as if in terro r and then run­ 
ning hack as if their curio sity had o ver 
co nn* their g reatest fears.

“ Presently Mr. « Shark came to the 
surface abo ut eig ht yards fro m the bo at ' 
and immediately tho Hindo o plung ed 
o verbo ard. 
“ A cho rus o f g ro ans and exclamatio ns 
went up, in the midst o f which the Hin- I 
do o reappeared, swimming with Jo s 
rig ht hand. 
Man and shark faced each 
Other, and 1 fancied that I saw a pleased 
expressio n in the mo nster’s eye, as much 
mi to say, ‘Well, this is civil, to sav the 
least. ’ 
“ The shark evidently tho ug ht he had 
a ‘cinch’ o n the situatio n, fo r he swam 
leisurely to ward the Hindo o , turned 
slo wly upo n his hack and o pened his 
mo uth. 'Flu' mo uth clo sed with a snap 
and the peo ple screamed, but the Hue 
do o had dived, and presently fie appeared 
ag ain o n the o ff side o f the shark, smil­ 
ing and still carrying his ro pe. 
“ The big fish lo o ked surprised and 
then made ano ther g entle dab at the 
Hindo o . 
The result was the s am e , and 
Mr. Hindo o came up fresh fo r the third 
ro und. 
“ Tin n the shark beg an to g ro w ang ry 
and made a vicio us run at the Hindo o , 
and ag ain he missed. 
The peo ple o n 
sho re and in the bo ats beg an to feel 
co nfidence in the human champio n, and 
their g ro ans were chang ed to applause.

Pho to g raphy and Co unterfo il*. 
| 
The ing enio us Frenchman who in- 
vmted co lo r pho to g raphy has g iven the 
treasury 
department o f the United 
States a big scare. 
It is reco g nized by 
the watchdo g s o f the treasuries o f the 
wo rld that if his inventio n sho uld g et 
into tin hmds o f co unterfeiters the 
financial system o f every natio n em­ 
plo ying no tes as a circulating medium 
wo uld he threatened. 
Pho to g raphy has 
always been the bane o f the o fficials 
who se business it is to circumvent the 
ing enio us devices o f co unterfeiters, and 
fo r ten years secret service ag ents the 
wo rld o ver have been watching in fear 
and trembling fo r the inventio n o f a pro c­ 
ess which wo uld repro duce sing ly o r in 
co mbinatio n the different co lo rs and 
tints o f the so lar prism. 
Already co unterfeiters are able, by 
means o f pho to -eng raving pro cesses, to 
make exact duplicates o f the backs o f 
bills, whether they he in g reen, blue, 
black er any o ther co lo r. 
But the seals 
and check numbers, printed o ver the 
scro ll wo rk o f tin* face in different co l­ 
o rs, have hitherto thwarted them. Tin y 
have been o blig ed to expung e these seals 
and check numbers with acids. These 
acids naturally ruined the scro ll wo rk 
lie lo w the o verlaid co lo rs, leaving a 
space which the ro g ues had to n en­ 
g rave o r put in with brush o r pen. The 
results o f such primitive metho ds were 
easily detected by experts. But the co l­ 
o r pho to g raphy o pens immense po ssibil­ 
ities in the hands o f clever men. Given 
paper o f similar quality—and tiny 
make pajier that wo uld deceive an ex- 
I**rt—there is no thing to prevent a 
skillful o perato r fro m pro ducing abso ­ 
lute duplicates in such numbers as he 
may desire «<f any bankno te extant in 
tin* circulatio n o f the wo rld.—Detro it 
Free Press.

Co leridg e’s terse co m­ 
ment, that to see him act was reading 
Shakespeare hy lig htning , reveals him 
with the fullness o f a vo lume. Edmund 
Kean, alo ng with mo st peo ple early 
trained to an art, had little, if any, ed­ 
ucatio n o f the scho o ls. 
He was w hen a 
bo y pro vided with instructio n by so me 
benevo lent peo ple who m his smartness 
and beauty attracted, hut he rebelled 
ag ainst the tasks o f study and went to 
sea. But life there was to o ro ug h fo r his 
fine nature. 
He returned to Eng land, 
and at the ag e o f 7 beg an the study o f 
. S h ak e s p e ar e ' s 
characters with his un­ 
cle Mo ses. This he co ntinued with an 
ac t r e s s named Tidswell, who taug ht 
him besides, as well as she knew, the 
principles o f her art. 
At that early ag e he had the credit o f 
o rig inality so surprising as even then 
to challeng e the supremacy o f Philip 
Kemble, 
At 
14 he played Hamlet. 
King Geo rg e had him recite at Windso r 
castle, and it is said this incident led 
so me g iv.tlennu to send him to Eto n, 
but there is no reco rd o f it. 
At 20 he 
was in a pro vincial tro o p, a member 
o f which he married, and fo r six years 
thereafter, until his g lo rio us nig ht at 
Drury Lane, his life was o ne o f hard­ 
ship, strug g le, o bscurity, hut, thanks to 
the faith in himself, no t ho peless. 
His 
Lo ndo n debut was made at 28. He had 
fo ug ht fo r it hard and lo ng and wo uld 
then have missed it hut fo r the falling 
reputatio n o f the theater. 
Lo ndo n de­ 
buts in first ro les are no t easy fo r pro ­ 
vincial acto rs, and no ne kno ws better 
ho w hard they are to g et than Henry 
Irving . Kean seems to have been at his 
full splendo r, and made a hit. After that 
his hal its were alto g ether prejudicial 
to the refim ment o f taste o r the acqui­ 
sitio n o f kno wledg e.—St. Lo uis Glo be- 
Demo crat.

By 
swing ing the net g ently backward and 
fo rward th« * mo tio n o f the fireflies is 
perfectly imitated. 
In the weird o pera o f “ The Flying 
Dutchman’’ an extrao rdinary effect if 
pro duced, as th« * phanto m ship co mes in 
sig ht, hy th« * bursting fo rth fro m the 
to pmasts and yards o f St. Elmo 's fire— 
the pheno meno n which o ccurs in the 
tro pics o n acco unt o f the electrical ten­ 
sio n between the earth and the clo uds 
—and th« * streaks o f bluish white lig ht 
wave like spectral banners hig h o ver 
the g lo o my deck and th« : g ho stly steers­ 
man. 
This striking illusio n is effected 
by placing o n the to p o f each mast a 
100 candle po wer arc lamp, which is 
o perated individually fro m a keybo ard. 
Ano ther Wag ner o p« *ra, “ Die Wal- 
kure,’’ is indebted to a beautifully co n- 
e« ived co mbinatio n o f lig ht and steam 
fo r o ne o f its mo st impo rtant spectacu- 
larfeatures. Clo uds o f steam are always 
effective in a stag e picture o n acco unt 
o f tlu ir susceptibility o f taking the co l­ 
o r o f calcium o r electric lig hts. 
A bo x 
abo ut 15 f«*«*t lo ng , having half inch 
o p« 'ii slits in the to p thro ug h which the 
steam escapes, is masked behind a lo w 
set piece o f ro ck o r shrubbery and co n­ 
nected at either end with steam pipes. 
As the clo uds rise a ro w’ o f white, red 
and blue incandescent lig hts fro m be­ 
hind g ives the appearance o f sunlig ht 
sparkling o n the mist o f a waterfall, 
while to co mplete the fascinatio n o f t le 
scene a rainbo w is seen playing o n the 
mo ving masses o f steam clo ud.—St.

When dry , it should be sponged over 
with the w hite of an egg well beaten 
up. This will mak e the straw taut, and 
also complete tiho cleansing process.

large brimmed hat should be left to dry 
upon a flat surface; otherwise the brim 
is liable to be b« *ut out of its right 
shape. To bleach straw wash and scrub 
it in soft w ater and then put the arti­ 
cle in a box together with a receptacle 
containing burning sulphur.

must be covered to localize the fumes of 
the sulphur, which will be found a suc­

Uj absorb an 
injurious dose of the poison, no less 
than 80 y ards would have to b«* handled 
or worn, which practically amounts to 
say ing that green dress linings are ab­ 
solutely harmless.
